E.'M. Campbell, poultry commis- 
sioner in the Animal Industry 


branch of the Saskatchewan De- 
voiced 


partment of Agriculture, 
that opinion in

“It was found 
that 34.3 percent 
of all fiocks test- 
ed were positive 
to CRD, as com-

Campbell. “It was felt that one of 
the reasons for this sharp drop in 
CRD infestation has been due to 
the antibiotic injection program 
which was carried out on all flocks 
in the province last year.” 

He explained that CRD is a 
respiratory disease affecting both 
chickens and turkeys. There is 
evidence of egg-transmission of 
the disease at the time of incuba- 
tion, and it is in this latter phase 
where high level antibiotic injec- 
tions are of special value to poul- 
trymen.” 

“Unfortunately, such injections 
can not be used in turkey breed- 
ers flocks to ensure CRD-free tur- 
key poults,” he said. “Elimination 
of CRD positive turkey breeder 
flocks is at present the only sure 
way of not passing on the disease 
to poults through the hatcheries’ 
eggs.” 

Mr. Campbell asked poultrymen 
to take special note of the disease 
symptoms. He explained that with 
the onset of the disease, there is 
a sharp drop in feed consumption. 
Difficult breathing is usually evi- 
dent, particularly at night. Nasal 
discharge develops with a hacking 
cough and rattling in the wind- 
pipe. A slight swelling may. ap- 
pear below the eye. Turkeys often 
have swollen sinuses with a gela- 
tinous exudate, watery eyes, and 
cough. 

“The injection program limits 
the danger of the spread of this 
disease through. the reproductive 
tract, making it possible to obtain 
chicks free from the disease for a 
time,” said Mr. Campbell. 


e's are weeaventase *f-ohicks car 
be free from. the disease.

Campbell explained: “The disease 
may appear at any age but causes 
the highest mortality rate in birds 
from four to eight weeks old.

Even more serious for poultry- 
men, however, is. the fact that 
CRD causes a gradual and pro- 
longed drop in egg production 
from laying birds, and a high per- 
centage of birds in a flock will be 
culls. If nothing is done to correct 
the situation, CRD infested birds 
may remain listless for weeks on 
end. 


“Economic losses resulting from 
CRD. infestation are tremendous,” 
Mr. Campbell emphasized.. “We 
need only. consider the above-men- 
tioned distressing factors to make 
that fact abundantly clear.”

We would like ‘to introduce you 
to the Blue Jay in the hope that 
you will subscribe to it. This mag- ; 
azine is published quarterly by the 
Saskatchewan Natural History So- 
ciety in co-operation with the Sas- 
katchewan Museum of Natural 
History. The Blue Jay is a well- 
illustrated nature maguzine con- 
taining about 200 pages each year. 
It is distributed éarly in March, 
June, September and December. 
lhe Blue Jay deals with — all 
branches of nature: plants, birds, 
mammals and other’ animals, 
archeology and astronomy. It is 
now acknowledged to be one of 
the outstanding nature magazines 
on this continent. 


The Blue Jay was first published 
(125. mimeographed copies) in 
Yorkton in the fall of 1942, Mrs. 
Isabel M. Priestly was editor and 
the renown of the bulletin spread 
rapidly and the membership in- 
creased greatly. Following the un- 
timely death of Mrs, Priestly in 
1946 Cliff Shaw, acted as editor 
for two years. Then the Saskat- 
chewan Natural History Society 
was formed and Lloyd Carmichael 
of Regina became editor. In 1951 
the change was made from the 
mimeographed magazine to the 
printed booklet, This allowed freer 
use of illustrations the publica- 
tion of more material. The mem- 
bership of the society is now over 
3,200. G. F. Ledingham, professor 
of biology at Regina College, is 
the editor. 

The Blue Jay is recommended 
for school use by the Saskatche- 
wan. Department: of Education. It 
contains a special school section, 
giving the children a chance to 
publish their. own. observations, 
stories, poems, drawings and 
photographs. Book prizes’ are 
awarded each issue for the best 
contribution to this section. Miss 
Joyce Dew, of the Museum. Ex- 
tension Services, a former teacher, 
is editor of the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Section. The Blue Jay goes to: 700 
schools -but it should be in every 
school in the province, for it is 
the only informative source of ma- 
terial on nature and conservation 
for the prairies. 

Articles in the Blue Jay are 
about prairie nature, Some articles 
are about the common things to 
be seen in Saskatchewan, other 
articles report important new dis- 
coveries; but all articles help to 
make one more interested in and 
appreciative of our wildlife heri- 
tage and of the need for its con- 
servation. Most of the articles are 
submitted by -the members, but 
some are reports from our 
museum,

EDMONTON—A nagging ques- 
tion remains unanswered after 
last week’s byelection in the cen- 
tral Alberta riding of Olds.

Conservative officials had de- 
clered the Olds byelection a test 
case, but when they failed to run 
a candidate the value of the vote 
as a political barometer of the 
rext general election was’ wash- 
ed out. 

The victorious Social Credit 
candidate, Mayor Roderick A. 
“Vacleod of Sundre, the two-to- 
one favorite of the voters,. will 
teke his seat in the Legislature 
arourd the end of the month, af- 
ter the 20-day waiting period re- 
quired by the Election Act. 

Results of the vote on the face 
of it would indicate Social Cred- 
it has Icst none « * its strength in 
the Olds riding, which has been 
a stronghold since 1935. The Lib- 
erals, of course, were disappoint- 
ed, but they still insist the ma- 
jority of Albertans think it’s 
time for a change.

Wild gobblers 
doing fine 


Manitoba’s_ wild 
doing fine! 

They are hale, hearty and well 
fed. This was reported. at a poorly 
attended Wild Gobblers Unlimited 
meeting in Plum Coulee Jan. 13. 

Chairman Peter Ku'chet. said 
the gobblers, whigh are located in 
the wilds of the Mount Nebo 
area near Miami, were spotted 
and counted only ten days ago. 
They were still mostiy in the 
area of the farm buildings, but 
Mr. Kutcher felt they would leave 
there and penetrate the wilds in 
the spring. 

Experiment a success 

The general feeling of the meet- 
ing, after this welcome news, was 
that the experiment, could now be 
called a success since if was’ un- 
likely that even more severe win- 
ter conditions would come, and if 
they had thrived on che weather 
till now, they could easily be es- 
stablished here. There are six 
gobblers and four hens in .the 
area, 

The three hens and two gob- 
blers in captivity near Morden 
have not faired as well. All three 
hens have died and the gobblera 
look sickly and undernourished, 
although their food has .been bet- 
ter than those out-of-ccors. The 
meeting decided, that they should 
be kept in captivity further for 
experimental purposes. 

The meeting officialy author- 
ized the Miami branch of the or- 
ganization to buy feed or notify 
headquarters if and when they 
thought the wild birds needed it. 
Expansion plans 

The group still hopes that Em- 
erson and Carman (Game and 
Fish locals will join, and invites 
all interested parties to their next 
meeting of February 24. This 
meeting will make detailed plans 
on the group's expansion plans 
for this summer, In all likelihood, 
they will import more of the 
species, 

Large scale hunting of the: 
birds,, once they are established, 
would actually promote ‘continued 
expansion of the flock by breaking 
up large concentrations and push- 
ing them further into previously 
uninhabited areas.—The Red River 
Valley Echo, Altona, Man.
